All Advices From the South 
Were Bullish, but These Ad- 
vices Failed to Check the 
Raid of the Gamblers---South- 
ern Bulls Bought Heavily, 
Trying to Check Raid. 


New York, January 5.—There was a 
sensational break in the cotton mar- 
ket late today, with May deliveries 
selling off to 15.60, or 57 p@ints lower 
than last night, 64 points below the 
beast level of the day, and 86 points, or 
$4.30 per bale, below the high level of 
the season. 

The weakness In the stock market 
probably contributed to the Wall street 
selling, but selling orders came from 
all direotions, and it looked as though 
there Was a regular panic among longs 
following the record-breaking ad- 
vances of late last year. 

It was rumored that the cot- 

interest was unloading and 
it was also reported that a 
strong Wal! street clique had been 
formed to depress prices, Owing to 
the failure of trade demand to im- 
prove as rapidiy as expected with-the 
turn of the year. 

Today’s advices from the south gen- 
erally were bullish as to the spot sit- 
uation, but there were rumors of in- 
creased offerings, which probably aui- 
ed in precipitating the tremendous 
liquidation late in the day. The mar- 
ket has been more or less unsettled 
all the week, but the sensational break 
of today came very suddenly, with the 
market declining over $3 per bale in 
less than an hour’s time. The market 
closed weak at a net decline of 25@28 
points, with May selting ‘at“15.60, or 
at the towest. It is estimated that the 
big southern bulls had bought fuily 
159,000 bales in an ineffectual effort to 
check the decline. 

Great Break aj New Orleans. 

New Orleans, January 5.—One of the 
most sensational declines ever seen 
on the local cotton exchange took 
place this afternoon, when within less 
than a hour’s trading there was a 
break of 76 to 84 points, or about $4 
a bale, in active deliveries. 

The decline came without any 
warning. Around the middle of the 
session prices seemed inclined upward, 
and actually made an advance of 6 to 
19 points over yesterday's closing. 
From this level there was a perpen- 
dicular drop, amid the wildest excite- 
ment and extremely heavy trading, in 
which holders of long cotton were 
closed out by the score. 
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And Hughes Scored as 
Friend of Wall Street. 


Senator Grady Makes Sensa- 
tional Attack on Governor of 
New York for Pursuing Race 
Track Gamblers and Saying 
Nothing About Wall Street. 


Albany, N. Y., January 5.—Senator 
Grady mad¢ a sensational attack on 
Governor Hughes in the senate today, 
following the reading of ithe govern- 
or’'s message. It was thé governor's 
proposal to penalize the practice of 
bookmaking’ that aroused the ire of 
the senate minority leader to the 
point of attack. He declared that 
while the governor attacked the horse 
owner, the bookmaker and the man 
placing. his bet on a horse race, “he 
had never dared to attack the most 
monstrous gambling institution there 
is in the world, the New York stock 
exchange, and to the end of his ‘career 
he will never have the courage to 
a@ttack it. 

“Let me call your attention to the 
kid-gloved way in which the governor 
handles Wall street,’ continued Sena- 
tor Grady. “When he comes to speak 
of bookmaking, it is gambling, public 
gambling, and the distinction of gam- 
bling Outside the track and inside the 
track have been obliterated; but 
when it comes to talk of Wall street 
gambling, the only gambling with 
which he is personally acyuainted, 
upon which he is an expert authority, 
then it becomes speculation, and he 
wishes to appoint a commission to 
inquire -whether the most nefarious 
system of gambling which exists to- 
day, in the state of New York, Wall 
street gambling, can be reformed with 
advantage to the public. 

“Now, we did not abolish the 
tinction between the mean and 
erable gambling in the brokers’ 
fice, and the reason we did not do 
was because of the influence of 
governor’s clients, who are members 
of the ‘stock exchangé. He knows 
that the stock exchange is the big- 
gest gambling institution in the 
world, driving men to suicide, robbing 
widows and orphans, playing with a 
stacked hand, playing with marked 
cards, and he does not dare to lift a 
finger against {t; but with the air of a 
whited fallacy he would stand as the 
apostie of the public contempt for 
the gambling of the race track.’ 

Senator Allds, in reply to Grady’s 
attack, said he did not believe that 
any clientele that the governor has 
ever had would influence his advice 
to the senate or would govern him in 
the omtssion of anything “ which he 
would see fit to put in his message,

So Bitter Is Feeling That Ho 
Conservative Peer Can Secure - 
Hearing on. Stump 


HOUSE OF LORDS FORCED 
TO ADVOCATE ITS REFORM 


Even Lord Lansdowne, Who 
Moved Rejection of Budget, 
Is So Alarmed by the Feeling 
Against the Peers That He 
Admits Upper House Should 
Be Reformed. 


Londen, January §.—Two phases of 
the election struggle now claim at- 
tention—first, the disorderly interrup- 
tions to which many conservative 
meetings and almost all of those ad- 
dressed by peers are subjected, so that 
it practically impossible for any 
unionist peer to secure a fair hearing, 
and, second, the realization by the 
peers themselves and the unionist 
press of the necessity of the house of 
lords advocating its own reform, as 
the only means of meeting the storm 
of protest that the action in 
connection with the budget arouses in. 
the country. 

. Landsdowne Would Reform Peers.. 

The reform of the of lords 
has been openly advocated by The 
Times and other conservative papers, 
and was tonight the most interesting 
point of the speech of Lord Lahds- 
downe at Liverpool. 

The opposition leader in the lords 
admitted that the present house was 
too unwieldy for an effective second 
chamber. 

He believed in the preponderating 
power of the house of commons, and 
suggested a house of lords within the 
upper house, and that this reform 
ought to be the work, not of one, but 
of both political parties, working to- 
gether. 

He objected to the elective prin- 
ciples on the ground that an elective 
chamber would claim what even the 
present house of lords did not claim, 
namely, coordinate power with the 
popular house. He _ presented the 
plan of the Rosebery committee of 
two years ago, of which he was a 
member, and which recommended that

Alfred Austin, the poet laureate, join- 
edethe fray tonight, by issuing a let- 
ter to his countrymen, in which, claim- 
ing scrupulous absence of party spirit, 
he points out that the present house 
of lords includes two hundred mem- 
bers who served the country in the 
army and navy ard a hundred of them 
on the battiefield, to say nothing of 
those who had perished in the shock of 
war. One hundred and seventy had 
been members of the house of com- 
mons. and he 4leclared, that .it is im- 
possible to call such a body unrepre- 
sentative.

Washington, January 5.—(Special.) 
“They are trying carry water on 
both shoulders in these appointments 
of negro enumerators in thg south and 
are going to meet with a mfshap,” said 
Representative Bartlett, of Beorgia, 
after a visit to the white house today. 
“It means the next census will be a 
failure the south is con- 
cerned.” 

Representatives Bartlett and Hard- 
wick called on the president today 
following the publication of the letter 
from Director Durand relative to the 
naming of negro enumerators fn the 
soutth in districts where negroes 
two-fifths of the population. 

“We were assured by the president,” 
said Mr. Bartlett, “that it is entirely 
foreign to ‘his intention that any ne- 
gro shall enumerate any white fam- 
ilv. This asSurance was also given 
by Director of the Census Durand. 
The administration thinks that ne- 
groes can secure statistics from those 
of their own race better than could 
white enumerators. Every white man 
in the south knows this is a great 
mistake. White enumerators would, 
of course, get from negroes statistics 
that were reliable. Negroes would 
treat a white enumertor with respect, 
while they would look on one of their 
own race as a joke. 

“The plan now proposed will require 
both black and white enumerators in 
every enumeration district where 
members of both races live. It will 
just double the work. Moreover, it 
will be hard to secure white men for 
census jobs, say in the case of white 
storekeepers or other white families 
living in a negro community. The 
pay for enumeratjon is only 2 cents 
a head, and it would not pay a man to 
hunt up these isolated families. It is 
a bad system, and is sure to cause 
trouble. It will result in inaccurate 
and badly involved reports and make 
the whole thing, with its outlay of 
$10,000,000, worse than useless.”

9,621,000 BALES 
LINED TO DATE 


3,000,000 Less Than Last 
Year. 


Monthly Report Made by the 
National Ginners’ Association 
Estimates There Are Still 
159,000 Bales to Be Ginned

Memphis, Tenn. January 6.—The 
regular monthly report of the Naticnal 
Ginners’ Association, issued. tonight, 
shows that up to January 1 there have 
been 9,621,000 bales of cotton ginned 
this season, nearly 3,000,000 bales less 
than ginned last year at the same time.

SOUTHERN ROAD WILL 
ERECT TRANSFER SHED 


To Cost Approximately $100,- 
000 at Inman Yards, With 
Additional Tracks. 


The Southern railway is planning 
te build a transfer station and shed, 
with additional tracks at Inman yards 
at a cost of approximately $100,000. 
Work on this undertaking is to be be- 
gun in a very short while. 

This is a very Small part of the 
splendid scheme of improvements 
which the Southern railway will un- 
dertake this year, which will ag- 
gregate in the grand total about §$5,- 
000,000. 

Among the principal things to be 
done immediately in the improvement 
of its properties is the spending of 
three-quarters of a million dollars on 
the shops at Spencer, N. C. 

The new freight terminals and of- 
fice building which the Southern pro- 
poses to erect opposite the terminal 
station. facing Mitchell street and 
Madison avenue, It is believed, will 
also be undertaken in. a° very short 
while. 

J. & B. Thompson, assistant to the 
president of the Southern railway, 
states that the transfer shed and 
station in the Inman yards will come 
first, as this is a most important and 
imperative necessity. 

By means of this transfer station, 
trainloads of freight are made up 
into compact carload lots, consigned 
to the same towns and cities south 
and west of here, and, in that way, 
proves a great saving in the matter 
of cars as well as dispatch. 

It is expected that this 
shed, station, additional tracks 
all will be bullt at an early date. 

At a recent conference of the South- 
ern railway officials, estimates were 
considered for the work to be done 
immediatety, which totalled up prac- 
tically $5,000,000. The Southern is do- 
ing much double-tracking On the main 
line, between here and Washington, 
and will take up this end of the line 
later. The year 1910 nromises to be 
a year of construction for this road.

Joint Resolution in the 
‘House and Senate. 


Committee of Twelve Provided 
For, Six to Be Named by Can- 
non and Six by Sherman---In 
Presenting Resolution Senator 
Jones Defends Ballinger. 


January 5.—The reso- 
lution for an investigation of the 
Ballinger-Pinchot controvery in the 
house today was referred to the comr 
mittee on rules. In the senete refer- 
rence was postponed until tomorrow. 
The joint resolutfon was introduced 
in the senate by Mr. Jones and in 


the house by Mr. Humphrey, both of 
Washington. As heretofore announced, 
the proviston is for the broadest kind 
of publie inquiry, the resolution being 
of the character requiring the signa- 
ture of the president, which gives to 
it all the force of general law, 

A committee of twelve its to be ap- 
pointed to conduct the investigation, 
six of whom shall be designated by 
Vice President Sherman and six  d 
Speaker Cannon. Unquestionably, Sefi- 
ator Nelson, ehairmag of the senate 
committee on public lands, will head 
the list of senators, and this doubtless 
will result in his selection as chairman 
of the joint committee. 

Full Authority Given. 

The authority to sit during sessions 
of congress and itn recesses, to requiré 
the attendance of witnesses ‘and the 
production of papers usual to congres- 
£10nal inquiries, is granted by the res- 
olution. It is provided further that 
any person refusing to obey the process 
of the committee or to answer any 
question propounded shall be deemed 
guilty of contempt, and jurisdiction 
is conferred upOn the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia to try and 
determine any such charges of cons 
tempt. 

Employment of assistance, “legal or 
otherwise,” is specifically authorized. 
This provision is for the purpose of 
enabling the committee to procure the 
Services Of able attorneys to take 
charge @f the probing, so far as the 
@irecting of questions is concerned. It 
is the fntention of President Taft to 
have the committee name some com- 
petent attorney to conduct the case, 
‘and it is possible that both of the 
principals to the controversy may be 
represented by counsel. 

It was agreed by all persons who 
have given close attention to the 
Ballinger-Pinchot squabble that the fn- 
vestigation should be open to the pub- 
lic. and this is ordered by the resolu- 
tion. One of the big rooms in the new 
senate office building will be used 
for this purpose. 

Jones Defends Ballinger. 

In presenting the resolution in the 
Senate, Mr. Jones said in part: 

“The press and magazines of the 
cOuntry for several months have been 
filled with charges against the present 
secretary of the interior and his con- 
duct of the office he holds. These 
charges range from petty insinuations 
and innuendoes to direct charges of 
malfeasance and misconduct in office, 
which. if true. show that he has most 
unworthily discharged his trust. A 
moment’s thought should cause an hon- 
est and fair-minded man to hesitate 
tO accept such charges against a man 
whose whole life heretofore has been 
of the highest rectitude and

against whom no dishonorable charge | 


has ever been made 
or public life. 

“Such a man is the present secre- 
tary of the interior. He accepted his 
present position only upon the earnest 
sOlicitation of the president. He did 
not seek it. It*»meant nothing to him 
but hard work and poor pay. He gave 
up a large and lucrative law practice 
simply at the call of patriotic duty. 
Ts it possible that he at once became 
the scoundrel and arch enemy of the 
people that he’ has been depicted in 
the public press? I cannot believe it. 
Tf he has used his high office to ad- 
vance special interests, if he has sac- 
rificed the people for private or per- 
sonal gain, let it be shown. If. on 
the other hand, the people have been 
deceived and he has been unjustly ac- 
cused. that should be shown, not only 
that justice may be done him, but that 
the confidence of the public in the 
honesty and integrity of Its public 
servants may be restored and strength- 
ened and the animus of the attacks 
disclosed.”

New York Governor Op- 
posed to Amendment. 


He Is Not Opposed to Tax on 
Incomes Per Se, but Objects 
to Federal Taxation of In- 
comes Derived From State 
Bonds. 


Albany, N. Y., January 5.—Governor 
Hughes, in his annual message to the 
legislature today, made various recom- 
mendations on questions of wide- 
spread interest. In a supplementary 
message he dwelt at length upon the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
conferring upon the federal govern- 
ment the power to lay and collect an 
income tax “from whatever source de- 
rived” without apportionment among 
the states according to population, and 
in conclusion recommended that this 
amendment be not ratified. 

Why He Objects. 

In thig connection the 

says: 


“I am in favor of conferring upon 
the federal government the power to 
lay and collect such a tax. I believe 
that this power should be held by the 
federal government so as to properly 
equip it with the means of meeting 
national exigencies. 

“But the power to tax incomes 
should not be granted in such terms 
as to subject to federal taxation the 
incomes derived from bonds issued by 
the state itself, or those issued by 
municipal governments organized un- 
def the state’s authority. To place

DEMOCRATS FIGHT 
“WHITE SLAVE” BILL 


Alleged That Mann Measure 
Invades the Rights 
of States. 


Washington, January 6.—Character- 
izing Representative Mann’s white 
Slave bill as ‘‘drastic and revolution- 
ary,” three democratic members of 
the house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce, headed by Repre- 
sentative Richardson, of Alabama, to- 
day filled in the house the minority 
report On that measure, which was 
favorably acted upon by that commit- 
tee before the holiday recess. Repre- 
sentatives Adamson and Bartlett, of 
Georgia, signed the report with Mr. 
Richardson. 

The minority takes no exception to 
the provisions relative to the trans- 
portation of alien women and girls in 
foreign commerce, and their admis- 
sion to American ports is not contro- 
verted, but the chief objection to the 
bill is “that under the exclusive au- 
hority that congress has under the 
commerce Clause of the constitution, 
incidentally or otherwise congress 
cannot in the exercise of police power 
punish citizens of the states for vio- 
lating a federal statute made under 
the pretense of regulating morals and 
suppressing evils which, in the strict- 
est and most literal sense, is an affair 
which belongs to the states. 

“It ig to be regretted,” they say, 
“that the assertion of these funda- 
mental principles, federal and state, 
arises in a matter relating to the life 
of degradation that follows the 
loss of virtue by a girl or wom: 
an, native or alien. Such a question 
necessarily involves the great prin. 
ciple of the extent of the authority of 
the federal government to exercise po; 
lice’ jurisdiction within the limits of 
the state.”

Regarding Parish Prison 
at New Orleans. 


Officers of Louisiana Reform 
Association Ask That He Be 
Required to Make Specific 


Charges as to Abuses. 


New Orleans, January 5.—Reports 
of the testimony of Hamilton Douglas, 
before the city council committee at 
Atlanta; in connection with the inves- 
tigation of the conditions in the city 
Prison at Atlanta, Ga., resulted in an 
immediate investigation by the Louis- 
lana Prison Reform Association. Mr. 


Douglas was quoted as saying that 
conditions in the New Orleans prison 
were worse than those at Atlanta. 

Following a telegram sent to the 
mayor of Atlanta, F. S. Shields, presi- 
dent of the Louisiana Prison Reform 
ASsociation, and other officers of that 
Organization tonight addressed a let- 
ter to the chief executive of the Geor- 
gia town, in which they say: 

“We beg to state that both the par 
ish prison and the house of detention, 
where parties are confined for minor 
Offenses, are modern and _ sanitary 
bulidings, and they are visited once 
Or twice a month by members Of the 
board of prisons and asylums, an of- 
ficial organization of the city, and the 
Prison Reform Association, a state in- 
stitution. They are kept in a sanitary 
and cleanly condition, and the pris- 
oners are treated humanely. 

“We would respectfully request that 
Mr. Douglas be required to make 
specific charges as to abuses that he 
nay have found existing in either the 
parish prison or the house of deten- 
tion of this city. and we would be 
pleased to know when he visited the 
city, @nd what reformatory associa- 
tion he represented when visiting the 
city and making investigation of the 
prisoners.”’

of the building. I was not expecting 
the committee. The stockade is al- 
ways open for inspection, and we do 
not make any extra preparations for 
such things. I was told once by Mr. 
Collier that Councilman Chosewood 
might make a second inspection, but 


he did not mean to give me any 
warning. I had a city convict, who 
is @ plumber’'s helper, to fix a waste 
cock at my home. I made no report 
of this to Mr. Collier. Il paid the 
convict nothing for the work. No con- 
Vict ever did any carpenter work for 
me. [ once had an oid negro convict 
to put some old condemned sewer 
pipe in my front yard. The pipe be-, 
longed to the city, but was of no 
value. A convict was once allowed | 
to cut off water when a pipe was 
busted at the home of a guard. The 
convict went to town and got drunk. 
I haye had several negro women dou- 
ble-shackled, but I never heard of any 
serious consequences from the custom. 
I have one negro woman shackled 
now, because she runs away at every 
opportunity. It is not true that we 
whip convicts because they grumble. 
We have never had to send a prisoner 
to a doctor because of a whipping. 
Sometimes we furnished the whipped 
convicts with vaseline.” 
Punishment Net Severe. 

Captain Vining denied that women 
were ever fastened to the wall rings 
so their arms were stretched to a 
degree of physical suffering. He said 
that Will King, @n ex-guard, never 
saw such punishment. The woman, 
Raby Gaither, fainted because she 
was used to such spells. She was not 
cruelly or even severely punished. 

Chairman Candler interrupted gs<At- 
torney Felder with the remark: 

“This committee Knows all about 
the wall rings. If this thing goes on 
in this way we will be here a year. 
We don’t want the same thing gone 
over and over again.” 

Attorney Felder replied that he did 
not belieVe he deserved any repri- 
mand from the chairman.

Make Grand Stand Play. 
reply to a question by Council- 
Johnston, Captain Vining said 
that the negro convicts pretend to 
have lice on them whenever they see 
visitors. He described the different 
kind of lice, saying there were three 
varieties, body lice, head lice and 
crab lice. 

On the re-direct examination, Cap- 
tain Vining said he never made any 
detailed reports to Mr. Collier of 
stockade whippings. In regard to the 
use of convicts to do plumbing work 
for himself and a guard, he said that 
it was done because the city’s water 
was wasting. 

“We gave the convicts all the vege- 
tables they wanted,” stated the wit- 
ness, “before the guards took any, I 
have sent vegetables to mémbers of 
council. Such vegetables would have 
rotted in the flelds.” 

Alderman Grant wanted to know if 
werking uniforms were provided and 
célls built, how the convicts would be 
benefited. The reply was that the 
convicts should be given a thalf holi- 
day on Saturday, when they can 
bathe. 

This concluded the testimony of the 
stockade superiagtendent. 

Cenvicts Ought te Bathe. 

Ex-Convict Guard A. J. lvey was re- 
called, and said convicts ought to 
bathe once a week. It is an easy mat- 
ter for a convict to remove his clotih- 
ing without taking off the shackles. 

The next witness was Frank P. 
Rice, the well-known capitalist, and 
who has held a number of public of- 
fices. He testified that the system at 
the stockade was antiquated. The 
cenvicts ought to bathe, be well fed 
and housed, and then made to work. 

“I think,” sald Mr. Rice, “the city 
ought to provide sufficient money to 
improve the stockade. I have seen the 
food, and it. looked clean and wihole- 
some. The baths should be compul- 
sory, for if this is net so, the negroes 
won't bathe at all.” 

Policeméan T6m Bayne testified that 
Floyd Green, 
appeared before the grand jury, had 
to be puntsthed at the police station. 

“1 struck the negro on the head 
with the cell keys,” stated the wit- 
ness. “I worked several years at the 
stockade, and never saw any cruel 
treatment of convicts. The only thing 
necded was a change of ciothes for 
the convicts. I am the station-house 
turnkey, and prisoners are frequently 
brought in who have lice on them. 
The food and sanitary conditions at 
the stockade are a great deal better 
than the negroes have in their own 
homes.” — 

Was a “Louse Expert.” 

Wihen Attorney Felder questioned 
Officer Bayne, he alluded to Captain 
Vining as “louse expert.” 

R. M. Clay, an ex-steckade guard 
and assistant superintendent, testified 
sbout his whipping a negro girl, the 
one about whom Dr. McAfee testincu. 
He said the girl was mean and vicious. 
He hit her four licks the first time, 
and about six licks the second time.

State Should Legislate. 

Editor Constitution: I have always 
read with interest the editorials of The 
Constitution on the subject of good 
roads. I have joined with enthusiasm 
the practical efforts made by The Con- 
stitution and other state papers for 
the improvement of Our public roads, 
but I am especially Struck with the 
force of your editorial On the subject 
of “Real Achievement in Road-Build- 
ing,” which appeared in your issue of 
the 3d instant. This editorial gets 
down to the gist of the cause, and 
should be approved and indorsed by 
every citizen of the state. 

What we need now is some uniform, 
concerted action on the part of the 
county Officials in this state for ac- 
tual road improvement in their re- 
spective counties, which will mean a 
uniform program for the entire state. 
t had hoped that some of the vast 
sumé which are being given out as po- 
litical. patronage by the ways and 
means committee in congress for the 
Supposed: improvement of rivers and 
harbors would be appropriated by the 
national government to the improve- 
ment of highways throughout the na- 
tion, but I presume that this ™Wream 
will be some years in fulfillment, in- 
asmuch as President Taft has stated 
recently that public road-building was 
a work for the states and not for the 
federal government. 

Now, to do this work by the states 
ls the end greatly desired. Asa merm.- 
ber of the general assembly which put 
the convicts on the public roads of 
the state, and as a member of the 
present general assembly, 
ily approve some plan as is outlined 
in your editorial along the line of the 
Virginia law. With the great work 
that is being done By Sumter county 
on her roads, why is it that other 
counties, this (Monroe) county, can’t 
do the same thing? We are spending 
vast sums for road work, but our 
methods are antiquated and without 
permanent effect. How much better 
would it be for the counties to issue 
bonds and take the money thus raltsed 
and apply it to the purchase of such 
machinery and material as is best suit- 
ed for road work. and then with fur- 
nished conviet 1Zhor. map out and ex- 
ecute a plan Of permanent road work 
that does not mean scraping the top 
soll and filling in holes that will be 
washed away by the first rain@ 

If the farmers of this state could 
only grasp the great saving that would 
come to them from good roads, to say 
nothing of the convenience and pleas- 
ure in having them, they would not 
hesitate a moment to vote road bonds, 
special road taxation in order to 
raise the funds to do the work. If 
they are not willing to do this, then 
let them so express themselves. If they 
are willing to do this, then give them 
the convict labor te help them carry 
Out the work. 

There certainly ought to be an act 
passed by the coniing legislature that 
will create a state road commission, 
and this commission ought to be given 
power tO so let out the convict labor 
of the state as to get the most good 
from it. This can only be done by giv- 
ing its use to those counties which 
are Willing to expend it in the great- 
est service 
permanent roads. 

The south and Georgia are on 
eve of a great industrial awakening. 
One of the greatest. newspapers of 
the country has styled this section as 
the coming west. By this it is meant 
that all of the great natural qualities 
inherent in the west which drew such 
heavy drafts on the other states are 
also inherent tn the south and Geor- 
gia. It is stated by this same paper 
that Georgia nas more natural wealth 
than Indiana. 
the labor and money to develop it. 
This same paper will publish a south- 
ern number On the 22d instant, and in 
its foreword of this issue {it says: 
“From Richmond all the way round 
to New Orleans

TO BAPTIZE BURGE 
OW EVE OF HANGING? 


Man to Be Hanged Fri- 
day Will Be Im- 
mersed. 


George Burge, under sentence to die 
on the gallows in the Tower Friday 
for the alieged murder of his wife, 
will ba made a full-fledged member of 
the Weste®n Heights Baptist church 
this afternoon. the eve of the execu- 
tion, 

The condemned man, escorted bv a 
epecial guard authorized for the pur- 
poss by the governor, will be taken 
from his cell in the Tower to the 
_@hureh, where he will be formally im- 
mersed by Rev. A. C. Schuler, the 
pastor. 

Following the baptism, which will 
be marked with all the solemnity in- 
eident to such occasions, Burge will 
be returned to his cell, the death 
watch will guard over him during the 
night and at noon “Friday he will 
mount the scaffold to take his pen- 
alty. : 

According to the present arrange- 
ment the baptism will take place in 
the Western Heights Baptist church 
some time after 3 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon, it being planned to take 
Burge from his cell at that hour. 

Burge will be the first condemned 
prisoner in the history of the Fulton’ 
county jail to be taken from his death 
eell to a church for the purpose of 
baptism. Several days ago Burge 
professed religion and expressed a de- 
sire to be baptized by immersion be- 
fore paying his penalty. 

As there is no arrangement in the 
Tower for an immersion, permission 
was secured from Governor Brown 
through Rev. A. C. Schuler to have the 
exercise take place in his church. Six 
‘deputy sheriffs will form the escort 
accompanying Burge to and from the 
ehurch. 

It seems that there will be no fur- 
ther stay of execution for Burge and | 
Sheriff C. Wheeler Mangum and Jailer 
Golden have placed the gallows in 
readiness. Burge still protests inno- 
eence of the crime charged against 
him. He seems happy over the 
thought that when the sun rises on 
the day of his execution the light will 
shine upon a man who has professed 
Christianity. 

No Official Notice Yet. 

No official notice from Governor 
Brown, allowing Burge to be taken to 
the church for baptism, had been filed 
with Sheriff Mangum last night, and 
until such notice is received, Sheriff 
Mangum will refuse to allow the con- 
demned man to leave his cell under 
any circumstances. 

According to Sheriff Mangum, it 
would be hazardous to allow Burge 
out of the Tower, even when accom- 
panied by a heavy guard, as untold 
complications might arise for which 
his official position would be held re- 
sponsible.

Will Probably Do So 
Every Day--Was

Mrs. Charles W. Morse, wife of the 


convicted banker now serving his sen- 


tence in the federal prison, visited her| 


husband for a second time yesterday 
afternoon. The first visit was Tues- 
day, the day she arrived. Her visit 
was a “specia] visit” allowed by the 
warden when business interests of the 
parties concerned makes this advisa- 


ble. 

It was quite a shock to Mrs. Morse 
when her husband was brought to the 
room in which she was waiting for him, 
to see him without his familiar gray- 
black mustache. It had been shaved 
off during the morning when the Ber- 
tillon measurements were taken and 
he was photographed, front and side 
face, for identification. His head was 
unshaved, though, as this feature, like 
the lock step, has been eliminated at 
the prison. 

His mustache will be allowed to 
grow out again, as there is no rule 
against a prisoner wearing one. Hun- 
dreds of men out there do wear these 
facial adornments. But it is the inva- 
riable custom to photograph all pris- 
oners with clean faces.

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‘Commission Can Require 


Joint Publication. 


So Declares Special Attorney 
James K. Hines-—Commission 
to Take Matter Up for Action 
at Meeting to Be Held Next 
Week. 


That the railroad commision has full 
power to require the joint publication 
of schedules—arrivals and departures 
of passenger trains—in any commu- 
nity where the necessity for it exists, 
regardless of the expense of such pub- 
lication to the rallroad companiés, is 
the opinion of Judge James K. Hines, 
special attorney to the railroad com- 
mission, rendered yesterday. 

The commission will take the matter 
of publication of schedules in Atlanta 
up for consideration and probable ac- 
tion as its next meeting, and in the 
light of the opinion of Judge Hines, it 
would seem comparatively an easy mat- 
ter to forecast its conclusion. The 
commission has uniformly adopted the 
opinions of Judge Hines heretofore ren- 
dered. 

It was in connection with the com- 
plaint made by the Atlanta Travelers 
Protective Association that the com- 
mission requested an opinion from 
Judge Hines on the subject. 

It is a well-known fact that the pub- 
lication of schedules in Atlanta is well- 
nigh a farce. In some instances they 
are published in one newspaper only 
once a week; some are published in one 
place and some in another, until the 
average patron of the railroads knows 
not where to look for them or how to 
get the desired information. 

With telephones almogt continually 
busy, it is difficult to get the informa- 
tion in that way, and frequently pros- 
pective passengers have had to go in 
person to railroad offices to find out. 

What Judge Hines Says. 

After a hearing on the subject as the 
result of the complaint of members of 
the Atlanta Travelers’ Protective Asso- 
clation organizations, the commission 
took the matter under advisement and 
asked Judge Hines several questions 
in connection with it. 

In answer to the question as to 
whether the commission has the power 
to require the railroads to publish 
their schedules jointly, Juage Hines 
says: 

“At first I was inclined to the opin- 
ion that the commission did not pos- 
sess the power and authority to require 
railroads to publish their schedules 
jointly. After investigation and re- 
flection, I am of the opinion that you 
have this power. 

“It is not requiring them to make a 
joint contract—it is simply requiring 
a joint service and facility.”’ 

The commission asked whether it 
had the right to compel such joint pub- 
lication by the railroads irrespective 
of expense. Judge Hines said in part: 

“Whenever a service and facility 
reasonable and necessary, the railroads 
must furnish such service and facility 
regardless of expenge.”’ 

While expense may enter as one of 
the factors into the reasonableness of 
the requirement, it ts sufficient that 
the combined facts shall show the or- 
der to be a reasonable one. A rail- 
road, for instance, must keep its road- 
bed in repair, regardless of the price of 
labor and materials. 

Judge Hines further enters 
discussion at the commission's 
quest, of the meaning of a “square” 
used in connection with newspaper ad- 
vertisements. The meaning of the word 
is somewhat obscure, as he shows by 
conflicting definitions, though the 
common acceptation of the term. ac- 
cording to the yiew of the railroad 
commission since

James Mathews Griggs was born at 
LaGrange, Ga., on March 29, 1861. and 
Was educated in the common schools 
of Georgia and at the Peabody Norma! 
College, at Nashville, Tenn.. from 
which institution he was graduated 
in May, 1881. After graduation, he 
taught school and studied law. He 
was adgnitted to the bar in 1883. and 
commenced the practice of his profes- 
sion in 1884 at Alapaha, Berrien coun- 
ty, Georgia. He was for a short time 
connected With the newspaper busi- 
ness, but moved to Dawson in 1885, 
where -he was elected solicitor general 
of the Pataula circuit in 1888, and was 
reelected in 1892. He resigned this 
position in 1893,. and was appointed 
judge of the circuit, and was twice 
reelected without opposition.

HARRIS WAS LIBERATED: | 
THANKED JUDGE BROYLES 
| 


The mystery surrounding the queer | 
departure of J. J. Harris from the city | 
stockade last Friday night has been 
cleared up. and the man who de- 
manded an eggnog before submitting 
to arrest on D’Alvigny street, Decem- 
ber 18, is finishing out his sentence 


of 30 days. 

Harris was released from the 
stockade on another man’s permit, and 
it was all through the mistake of a 
new guard at the stockade that he 
left. 

A man named J. J. Hairston had 
been pardoned by the mayor, and was 
released by telephonic communication 
from the station sergeants office be- 
fore the formal] permit was filed at 
the stockade. The next day a new 
guard was employed at the stockade. 

When the permit reached the stock- 
ade, the guard was under the _ im- 
pression that the man for whom it 
was intended was still doing time, so 
he went into the prisoners’ quarters 
and called out the name several times 
in a loud voice. 

With the same initials as his own, 
and not clearly understanding the 
latter part of the pronounced name, 
Harris answered “here.” after a third 
or fourth call, and was formally re- 
leased by the new guard. 

Had not Harris called 
corder Broyles to thank him for. re- 
mitting his sentence, it is probable 
that his absence would not have been 
discovered until the expiration of the 
30 days, after which he was to be re- 
turned for trial in the state courts, on 
charges of pointing a pistol at an- 
other and carrying concealed weapons. 

Harris was ordered rearrested, and 
was found in the city hall, where he 
was in attendance as a witness at the 
stockade probe. It is not known 
whether or not he will be allowed 
the five days of his liberty, or whether 
he will be required to make up the 
lost time. 

Since going to the stockade, Harris 
has been converted, and was reading a 
Bible when The Constitution reporter 
found him in the police barracks. His 
eyes welled up with tears when ask- 
ed if he escaped from the stockade, 
and he replied. 

“I wouldn't have made an attempt 
to get away from out there if they 
had opened the gates.for me. I was 
under the impression that some of my. 
friends had. worked in my .behalf and 
had succeeded in getting Judge 
Broyles to remit my sentence.”

BAD BREAK IN COTTON; 
DOWN 28 TO 58 POINTS 


Liquidation and Aggressive 
Bear Pressure Caused 
the Decline. 


New York, January 65.—The cotton 
market had a very sensational break 
during today’s late trading under 
panic-stricken liquidation and aggres- 
sive bear pressure, with the close 
weak and excited at a net decline of 
28@58 points. 

The opening was easy at a decline 
of 56@18 points, in response to weak 
cables, scattering liquidation and lo- 
cal bear pressure. There was a big 
demand from southern bulls at 16.05 
for May, and during the middle of the 
day the market firmed up on this 
buying, while smaller shorts aided the 
advance by covering on the reports of 
a firm spot situation in the south, but 
after a rally of 16.24 for May, or to a 
net advance of about 7 points on the 
active months, the market weakened 
again under increased offering and in 
the last hour was tremendously active 
under selling for both accounts. The 
weakness in the stock market prob- 
ably promoted some Wall street sell- 
ing. The selling by western houses 
was accompanied by reports that Mr. 
Patten and his friends were liquidat- 
ing their long lines and it seemed as 
though a few of the southern bulls 
were the only buyers left in the mar- 
ket. In less than an hour's trading 
May contracts declined over $3 a bale 
and “the rest of the list suffered al-

STOCKS WERE WEAK 


ALL OF THE SESSION 


Renewal of Speculative Liqui- 
dation---Rock Island’s Recent 
Movement Discussed. 


New York, Jariuary 5.—Speculative 
liquidation was renewed in the stock 
market today with much the same ap- 
pearance of urgency as on the opening 
day of the new year. There was no 
14 per cent money rate today to ac- 
count for the weakness of the stock 
market and other nominal explana- 
itons were advanced. Many of these 
bore an appearance of mere surmise, 
the outcome of efforts to plerce the 
mystery of the large supplies of 
Stocks for sale. The busiest of these 
Surmises centered about Rock Island 
its recent stock market history and 
the personal element connected with 
it. The personal! phase of the dis- 
cussion was a supplement to the gos- 
sip brought out by the eccentric bulge 
of 31 1-4 points in the stock, followed 
by a total relapse, all within the 
Space of 15 minutes, on the day after 
the Christmas holiday interval. The 


‘supposition that this reckless display 


Of manipulative ammunition was to be 
visited with the disapproval of the 
stock exchange authorities has been 
common since the investigation of the 
incident, and the submissitén of the 
— unpublished report on the _  sub- 
ect. 

Rumors flew thick about the stock 
exthange today of the scope and pow- 
er of the influences being -exerted to 
make effective the desired disapproval 
of the Rock Island market manage- 
ment. The principal selling of the 
day was attributed to the retirement 
of speculative commitments’ which 
had been prompted by this discipli- 
nary movement. An early departure 
for Europe, and a retirement from 
influential directorates, were whis- 
pered as amongst the consequences to 
be involved. The number and variety 
of these rumors were sufficient, in 
themselves, to brand them as doubt- 
ful, and the authoritative denial of 
some of them confirmed the doubts, 
and pointed to the circulation of them 
as an attempt to conceal the real mo- 
tive of the liquidation. 

More substantial grounds for the 
weakness of stocks were found in oth- 
er factors. For one thing, the unex- 
pected stringency of the money marf- 
ket after the first of the year, and 
the absence of investment demand for 
stocks, growing out of the annua! dis- 
bursements of profits have proved a 
disappointment. Large speculative 
holdings of stocks were. held through 
the latter portion of last year in the 
face of difficulties. in the hope that 
conditions would clear with the turn 
of the year. and would awaken a 
public demand, which would afford an 
advantageous medium for speculative 
liquidation. One of the difficulties en- 
vountered in holding over through the 
autumn Was the fallin the banking 
Surplus to near the vanishing point 
in November. The whole sale shift- 
ing of loans then resorted to, in or- 
der to avert a deficit involved the as- 
sumption of obligations, which are 
believed to be coming due now. The 
money market facilities for meeting 
these obligations are less than  ex- 
pected, and liquidation in the stock 
market, in fact of a languid specula- 
tive demand, is a necessity. The relief 
afforded to the loan account of the 
banks in November was secured part- 
ly, it is belleved, by large advances 
from surplus treasury funds of the 
great corporations.
